From 
her native Australia, aa Miss MacRoberti, the came 
to British Columbia seventy yean ago and for the 
greater part of that period she had reaided in this 
city. Her. passing severs a link with the early days 
in this province; indeed, in the long span of her life 
here she saw British Columbia emerge from in more 
or less primitive stele and develop to its present po¬ 
sition among the provinces of this great Dominion. 

Miss MacRoberts's arrival at San Francisco had 
been preceded by the gold rush to the Cariboo, and 
hearing that her father had gone north intending to 
join the rest, of the seekers after wealth, she came 
to Victoria, found everybody excited, and made her 
own arrangements to follow. On her arrival at Yale 
with her father she discovered herself a celebrity, the 
only unmarried woman in the town, and Yale honored 
her with a Yuletide ball. On that occasion, inci¬ 
dentally, she met several people whose names are 
associated with British Columbia's history, whose 
descendants arc actively identified with the life and 
progress of the province. V-, 

Romance early waited upon Miss MacRoberts, 
for it was at a ball given at Tahiti in honor of the 
passengers of the ship which brought her across the 
Pacific from her native land that she met the man 
whom fate had chosen for her life's partner. They 
were married in this city before the E. and N. Rail¬ 
way had been built, before the old Esquimalt drydock 
existed, while they were among the happy and proud 
citizens of this community who witnessed an important 
development in transportation—the first electric car 
on the street railway. Although for many years Mrs. 
Bunting had been an irftalid. she retained that charm 
of manner which won her instant popularity in her 
younger days, and took an active interest ii all the 
current events. Her death leaves another gap in that 
fast-dwindling band of pioneer men and women to 
whom British Columbia owes so much, and The Times 
expresses its sympathy with the family in their 
bereavement.

It impoverished groups of foreign producers who were 
our customers and whose efforts in many instances we 
had directly or indirectly financed. It closed our 
market in whole or in part to goods produced by 
Americqp interests operating abroad. By swiftly 
wounding foreign industry it intensified the fall in raw 
malarial markets from which all American producers 
suffered. But." ha goes on. “in our present disap¬ 
pointment and suffering, we would go further. Oil, 
copper, wheat, were to be barred or rationed, if cer- 
tam interests hid their wey, and othar proposals 
would extend restrictions to com, butter, beans, eggs 
and other products." 

The logical outcome of the present trend. Dr. Feis 
contends, is the netioaally-uolated. government-con¬ 
trolled economic system. "Between this world." he 
reminds the American public, "end the world of 
widespread international exchange toward which 
American capital has been contributing so much, we 
now hug suspended. If we adopt still more complete 
protective measures, bringing still further strain on 
foreign debtors, new disappointment to foreign produc¬ 
ers, new anxieties to American investors, we commit 
ourselves to t world of embittered and secluded na¬ 
tional states, between which capital dare not move 
and commerce exists weakly, on fufferance. The 
work of increasing our own wealth by developing that 
of others, for which our capital resources and engineer¬ 
ing skill equip us," he sums up, “will then remain un¬ 
done—the possibility wasted." 

Such outspoken comments as these of Dr. Feis 
emphasize what other economists and not a few 
prominent United States industrialists have been telling 
us in recent months. But their especial significance 
lies in the feet that they are the comments of a paid 
official of a government which was responsible for the 
creation of the Smoot-Hawley tariff, and, as far as 
the public knows, is still in favor of the continuance 
of other policies which Dr. Feis considers are inimical 
to the best interests of his country. But ere we to 
believe, on the other hand, that live Hoover adminis¬ 
tration will welcome this plain advica from one whom 
it has appointed to do Ae advising ?, Surely it must 
have known what Dr. Feu's views were before it cn-
